Her History, Growth and Development, 


The Truekee Meadows. 


Memory has engraven upon the hearts of 


thousands of pioneers the vision and name of 
the Truckee Meadows. First spot of beauty 
and rest beyond the lonely and barren desert, 
a thousand miles across. Last stopping place 
of the gold hunters' pilgrimage; the oasis beau- 
tiful, lying at the feet of the mighty Sierras, 
beyond whose snowy crests lies the Italy o1 
their dreams. 
Miles of waviog meadows, 


through whose sheen of grassy verdure th« 
breezes ripple in irridescent colors. 
A beauti- 


ful babbling river, with waters limpid as crys- 
tal, wanders through. Beyond rises the forest- 
robed hills, silent, grand and majesuc. 


Such was the scene opening upon the vision 


of the travel-worn emigrant. 
The dust of the 


vast desert, sandy and alkali, was upon him 
His oxen are jaded, and himself weary from 
his wanderings, 
Is it a wonder then, that in 


delibly, the picture becomes fixed in his mem- 
ory, 


WHERE RENO STANDS. 


One day in the month of May, 1859, a man 


named Full*r, who had thus far followed the 
slowly moving tread of an ox-team 2,000 miles 
across the Continent, came into the valley o 
the Truckee. 
He slopped here for a few week; 


to recruit his wearied beasts and in that time 
he saw passing him, like a great stream, thi 
mighty flood of people who were rushing on t< 
the El Dorado beyond, 
The thought came ti 


him that here would be the place for a tradin| 
station, and continuing on to California he lai< 
in a stock of supplies, returning to the banks o 
the Truckee in the Fall. 
Here he selected a 


spot where the river could be forded and ther 
built a log trading station, with accommoda 
tionsasa wayside inn. Two years later a roa 
was built from Virginia City to "Fuller's Sta 
lion," and in the meantime he built a bridg 
across the Truckee for the better accommoda 
tion of travel, and was allowed a franchise upo 
it to collect toll. 
During the flood of 1862 th 


bridge was washed away and was not rebui 
until M. C. Lake came into possession of th 
property the following yea/. The latter soo 
after constructed a bridge upon '.he site of th 
other, and the place became known as Lake1 


Crossing.

It was nearly a year afterward, 
however, before the last spike on the great 
transcontinental road was driven at Vromintory 
Point, and through trains began l.o arrive from 
the East.

come. 
The city grew as if by magic.

flowed as the river below at its flood. 
Every 


hand was employed. 
Buildings substantial, if 


not elegant, rose on every street; it seemed as 
though in a night.

SIXTEEN OR TWENTY MULES. 


It is said that there were more oaths uttered 


along that twenty miles than in all the rest of 
world put together. Certain it is that the vo- 
cabulary of invectives of the English language 
was vastly increased. 
When a man ccukl 


stand upon the side of the road and curse a 
mule for three-quarters of an hour without 
once repeating the same epithet, it did not show 
that he was much of a linguist by any means— 
.only that he was a good mule driver, and un- 
idewtood his business. On July 4, 1868, ap- 
ipeured the first -newspaper ever published in 
Jteno, the Reno Crescent, edited b'y J. C> 


ewis, and which existed for nearly ten years, 
'wo years later, on the 23d day of Novembei, 
870, the NEVADA STATE JOUBNAL appeared 
nder the management of J. G. Laws & Co.

<eno at that time contained 1,000 inhabitants, 
nd the rude shanties of the original town were 
Iready giving place to substantial business 
locks and pretty homes.

"he following year L. H. Dyer built a theatre, 
wheje Macbeth and Hamlet, and other legiti- 
mate as well as illigitimate plays were rendered 
by local and itinerant companies, to the grer.t 
lelight of the critical and non-critical portions 


if the audience; the former being convulsed 
with laughter at the bombastic conceptions ol 
Denmark's morbid prince, while the latter 
wreathed softly at its appealing tragedy. 


REMOVAL OF THE COUNTY SEAT. 


Reno was less than a year old when she con 


ceived the idea of becoming the county seat, 
and a petition signed by 765 citizens, urging 
its removal from Washoe City to the riverside 
town, was presented to the Board of County 
Commissioners, consisting of H. M. Frost, J, 
H. Snodgrass, and A. C. Cleveland. The 
latter was absent and the remaining two were 
unable to arrive at an agreement; Mr. Fros 
favoring the design and Mr. Snodgrass oppos 
ing it. 
However, on the 8th of September 


following, Mr. Cleveland in the meantime hav 
ng returned, the Board met and denied the pe 
tition. 
No further action was taken in the mat 


ter until the 1st of February, 1870, when Rem 
having largely increased in size and importanc 
and Washoe City stiil further retrograded, an 
other petition was taken before the Board 
which at this time consisted of M. J. Smith, W 
R. Chamberlain and G. W. Brown. Thoma 
E, Haydon was employed by Reno to urge th 
matter of the petition, and opposing him wer 
Wm. Webster and W. R. Boardman, with 
protest from the citizens of Washoe City. 
Th 


whole day was spent in a wordy war, withou 
the Board arriving at a decision. On the 41 
jf the following April, Haydon filed anothe 
petition, which was succsssful, 


AN ELECTION WAS CALLED 


forjune 14, 1870, in which Reno received 
votes for removal against 362 for Washoe City 
The Board therefore ordered the removal of th 
records and county offices to Reno. Instead o 
abandoning the struggle the people of Washo 
City applied for an order from the Distric 
Court, restraining the removal of the count 
seat. The order was granted, but when th 
matter came up for a hearing, the writ was <ii 
:nissed, 
Washoe City then carried the matte 


to the Supreme Court, which, after due delil 
eration, reversed the decision of the lowe 
Court, and declared the action of the Board 
Commissioners null and void. 
February i 


1871, a bill passed the Legislature declarin 
Reno to be the county»seat after April 3, 187 
Che people of Washoe'Valley desired to be a 
•ached to Ormsby connty. 
A bill to that pu 


pose was actually introduced in the Legislacur 
'>y Assemblyman H. II. Beck, but failed t 
pass. 
Upon removal to Reno, the first Distrii 


Court was held in Peters' theatre and th 
county offices were in various places. 
Th 


contract for building the new Court-House wa 
let to S. F. Hoole, for $20,500. 
In the se 


lection of a site considerable trouble and an 
noyance was experienced. 
Reno was con 


ceived by interested parties to be altogethe 
upon the north side of the river. Consequent! 
when the Commissioners decided to accept th 
proposition of M. C, Lake by which he agree 
to give one acre of land, $1,500 in money, be 
sides setting out shade trees upon the square i 
front of the lot, for the site of the Court-House 
a suit was commenced by D. A. Haskell, t 
restrain the Board from building there, upo 
the grounds that it was not in the town o 
Reno. 
After $3,000 had been spent in litiga 


tion, the matter was dropped. 
The corne 


stone was laid June 22, 1872, and the buildin 
was accepted June 24, 1873. 


THE OLD TOLL BRIDGE 


That spanned the Truckee, every timber 
which had responded thousands and thousand 
jf times to the tread uf the gold hunter an 
emigrant, was declared a free bridge in 187 
Us long service rendering it insecure, the fin 
iron suspension bridge that now occupies it 
place, was built five years later at a cost of $ 15 
700. 


THE VIRGINIA AND TRUCKEE RAILROAD, 
Reno had always looked forward to the tim 


when she should have railway connection wit 
the Comstock and Carson, and on the iSth of 
February, 1869, the first shovelful! of earth for 
such purpose was dug. 
The road was com- 


pleted on the 24th day ol August, 1872,50 that 
through trains passed over it. 
The first freight 


consigned from Reno to Carson City by rail, 
was the press and material for the new Carson 
Appeal. 
The first passenger train was run on 


the first day of October following. 
By 1874 


the V. & T. railroad ran thirty-six trains a day, 
leading all other lines of the world. The cost 
of constructing the road, including the original 
rolling stock, etc., was $3,379,500, or $52,107 
per mile, 


Instead of being the immediate cause of in- 


creased prosperity, the stopping of the immense 
teaming industry and stages, caused by the 
building of the road, resulted for the time in a 
general depression of business. 
Had Reno's 


sole dependence for existence been ujxjn this 
traffic, she would have soon retrograded bar ; 
to a mere wayside station. 
But the true fo-..i- 


dation of the town was in the immense agri :ul- 
tural resources of the contiguous valleys, and 
this'she was even then conscious of. All she 
she could do was to bide her time—and it was 
to come,

Bat tbe greatest disaster that biJ ever 
efullen the young city occurred on the 
abbath morning ot March 2, 1879.

ha night before a gala was blowing, which 
ad increased towards morning to a posa- 
ve hurricane. 
When the alarm sounded 


> was almost impossible to stand in the face 
(the wind. The fire caught from a chimney 
n Sierra street, tbe sparks of which had fal- 
en in a cedar wooJ-pile back of the Bail- 
oad Hotel. It was discovered by "Grand- 
other" Hogan, who emptied two tubs of 


water to stay the flames, bnt they apeed- 


y got beyond her control. 
Tbe wind 


jlew like tbe blast of a Iurnaca, and soon 
be fire was wildly lapping np the wood. 
Thence it spread to the nearer buildings 
and in a few momenta all was a seething 
mass of flam*, Tbe powerfnl streams of 
water sent by the fire engines fell in spray 
,t the firemen's feet, blown and buffeted 
>aok by the wind, though they stood so 
near that tbe fire singed their beards and 
lair. Tbe fire fiend leaped from block to 
block, building to building, and street to 


they wpre very few. 
Seven Mitels were 


htroyed, two flour mills aud ftvo bl»vk* 


ol dwellings. Tbe tot»l loss waa not far 
from $200,000, with

little more than $90,000. Be no seemed 
fated, and yet she dispaired not. 
Upon 


the charred embers in • few months rose 
substantial aud Labdaome brick structures 
which are yet among the rnont imposing 
buildings of tbe beaalifnl city of to day. 
The effect of her frequent and disastrous 
fires has exbansted itself in retarding her 
prosperity for the time being, bat has not 
impaired her faith in her own future. 
It 


has made some of her people poorer, and 
depresse'd business sadly for the lime, bnt 
has not abated her peoples' hope and con- 
fidence in the ultimate glorious outcome of 
this city beside the Trookei*. 


INFESTED BY HARD CH&RACTEBS. 


In the early part of tbe year 1870 Reno 


became the general rendezvous for a gang 
of three-oard-monte men, gamblers, gar- 
roters and burglars. Every morning found 
that some house had been robbed, some- 
one "held up"on the street, or some unfor- 
tunate fleeced of his money tbe preceding 
night. The town speedily got snob an 
unsavory reputation that many people 
were afraid to get off the cars at tbe depot 
eating station, fearing that they might be 


Reno has been singularly nnfortnnate in 


the way of fires. On Wednesday, October 
29, 1873, the first serious fire occurred,and 
before its ravages could be stayed more tban 
$100,000 worth of property was consumed, 
including the very heart of tbe business 
portion of the town. Oj the evening of

street, with awful speed. .Brick buildings 
melted away in the furnace like froat in 
the glanoa of tho sun. People tried at 4rat 
to subdue the fltmes, bat they soou saw 
this was impossible.

Soon the 
streets were filled with an indescribable 
mass of articles. The flames encroached 
upon them and lioked them np. The peo- 
ple toiled, working as they never had 
worked before, bat all in vain. The fire 
only stopped when there waa nothing more 
to burn.

The 
only one withstanding the ordeal was John 
Snuderland's.

Reno that night could be counted on tbe 
fingers of one hand. 
Two thousand people 


knew not where to lay their heads and 
most were destitute. 
Virginia City nobly 


came to the stricken city's aid, sending 
$6,000 worth of blankets 'and provisions 
for tbe sufferers—generous city of the 
Comstock 1 Carson City, San Francisco, 
Sacramento, Cbico, likewise. In one hour 
a bill appropriating $10,000 for the relief 
of the sufferers was introduced in the Leg- 
islature, passed

fcigoed by the Governor. Five persons 
were known to have perished in tbe flames.

nearly kicked and beaten him to death 
He succeeded in drawing a piatol and fii 
ing two nhotB, both of which took tffeo 
By thid time officer Avery arrived upon th 
scene, when the villains fled. Avery chase 
the two who had attempted to escap 
through Virginia street, overtaking them a 
the bridge. 
One of them turned upon him 


with his gun, but Avery had him covere 
and he exclaimed: "Don't shoot! I am 
wounded now."

THE 
DEPOT HOTEL. (Burned May 16, 1889.) 


Eight hundred and ninety-six thousand 
dollars worth of property was burned, the 
insurance being but $194,000. By the 
evening of the day following the fire the 
frames of fourteen buildings were np. 
In 


three months hardly a trace of the devas- 
tation remained. Tbi:: was a terrible blow 
to Reno's growth, but undaunted, the new 
city rose nobler than before. Six days 
after the fire, after ten years of waiting, the 
town of Reno was incorporated by an act 
of the Legislature. 


Tbe last burcing of any portion of tbe 


city, of any consequence, occurred on Sun- 
day afternoon, May 26, 1889. 
It origin- 


ated in the old Nevada Theatre building, 
opposite tbe Depot Hotel, and rapidly 
spread in spite of the most heroic efforts of 
the firemen. The theatre was an immense 
wooden building and the flames roared 
through the tinder walls and rafters with 
awtol fary. The heat was so intense that 
it oangbt the fine, three story Depot Hotel 
across the street, (an illustration of which is 
given with this article) thence spread east- 
ward, burning everything in its p»lh until 
it reached the utmost limits of the town. 
Everything below Center street and be- 
tween the railroad »nd the river in a few 
boars was bnt a trass of charred embers. 
Here and there a house was saved, bat 


qaiet man, who said but little; bnt wbe 
he started after a man be came back wit 
him. That was Jim Kinkead. 
About fiv 


o'clock that morning Kinkead found th 
tracks of bis men en the Virginia road 
They were going towards Virginia City 
Some officers would have come back fo 
help before starting out to capture thre 
desperate men single handed; but not Jim 
Kinkead, He walked to Morton's ranc 
and there borrowed a horse, 
Arriving e 


Huffdker's he found the men had eate 
there. When he got to Brown's he cool 
see them ahead of him.

He borrowed a shotgun and loaded it wit 
pistol balls, then got on his horse an 
started again.

dred yards of the men he stopped his hors 
and 'ordered them to surrender.

drew their weapons and took '.to the tide 
of tbe road. Kinkead covered one of them 
with his shotgun and ordered him to throw 
down bis pistol before [he conn ted three o 
he would shoot. Tbe only response to this 
was a laugh, and when the fatal three had 
been counter? the officer fired, lodging twi 
balls In the man's right breast. They al 
then threw down their arms and Jim Kin 
kead brought them back to town.

weeks they were tried and sentenced to 


*>lve years in the penitentiary.

While this act was being performed 


the bells were tolling on account of tbe 
death of William Duck, one of the leading 
citizens of tbe town. The poor wretch be- 
ieving they were Bounding bis own doom, 
pleaded aud prayed for mercy. 
He was. 


placed npon the first out-going train, leav- 
ing forever tbe scene of his villainy. 
Tbe 


youog girl was tenderly cared for by the 
Mesons and returned to bar home. 


Some time after this a joang man named 


Alf Howard, of unsavory reputation, had 
tbe temerity to return to town after re 
oeiving a "tioket-of-lcave." He soon made 
himself generally obnoxious, and as a re- 
sult was given a light coating of tar and 
feathers upon his head only, as he waa bnt 
little more than a youth, and given a ticket 
to Truckee. 
He was advised never to re- 


turn, aud probably followed the advice. 
Since that time the vigilantees ot 
"601" 


have never met bnt once, when they n:eted 
out on the 18th of last September, swift 
and terribla justice to Louis Ortiz for the 
shooting of Officer Nash. It is to be hoped 
ttat that organization may never meet 
again. 
It served well its purpose once. 


Bnt to-day the arm of tbe law may be 
safely trusted to deal out justice to the 
guilty. Mob law, ruled by the passions of 
the hour, may make mistakes, the slightest 
of which mistakes is beyond tbe power of 
man of retrieving. 


With tbe exception of the hanging of 


Ortiz by the "601," the death penblly was 
never inflicted in Beno but once. On Feb- 
ruary 19, 1878, J. W. Rover was executed 
for tbe murder of I. N. Sharp near lUbbit 
Hole Sulphur Mines, Humboldt county. 
As the evidence was purely circumstantial 
and the condemned man pleaded to the 
last his innocence of the crime, there are 
some doubts in a few minds as to whether 
he was guilty of tbe crime charged. 


BENO JOUBNALI8M. 


The history of Reno journalism shows 


but tbe repetition of that of all cities—the 
birth and death of a large nnmbtr of ven- 
tures and tbe living, breathing existence of 
but a few. 
Mention bas b»en made of the 


Bono Crescent,^which closed its career in 
1875, and of the founding of 
STATE JOURNAL, which ia still in healthy 
being. 
As devil in the office of Ihe latter 


began Gen. C. C. Fowning, who a few 
years afterward became its sole proprietor 
and editor. 
Mr. Fowning continued to 


conduct the paper for twenty years, or 
until January 1st, 1891, when be sold out 
to Messrs. Kelley & Stoddard, the present 
proprietars. 
A. staunch Republican paper 


until its laut change in proprietorship, it ia 
now as staunchly an upholder.of the prin 
ciples of Jefferson, and is for truth anc 
right when these are at stake against any 
party tenets whatsoever. 


The Daily Nevada Democrat was the title 


of the old Reno Orescent, as reobristened by 
J. C. Dow, who purchased the plant June 
30, 1875, bnt tbe publication was abort 
lived. 


Tbe first number of tbe Jieno Daily Rec- 


ord was issued Monday, August 5, 1875, by 
H. A. Waldo & Co. Within a month the 
new venture changed hands, E, |F. Reea 
obtaining control, November 1, 1878, tbe 
paper was sold to S, F. Hoot, who soon re 
moved the plant to Bodie, Cal., where for 
a time it was nsei in the publication of tbe 
Bodio News, but is now, it is stated, thu 
plant of the Homer Index, edited by the 
remarkable Jim Townaend of Landy. 


The Reno Evening Qatctte, one of the 


brightest and moat enterprising papers of 
Nevada journalism, started on the 28th 
day of March, 1876, in a little office on 
Commercial 
Row, opposite the Depot 


Hotel. Tbe late John F. Alexander wus 
the founder. 
He WRS soon after joined by 


E. W. Hayden, who continued in partner- 
ship until September, 1878, when Alexan- 
der (became sole owner. 
On the 19th of 


November of that year Fulton & Edwards 
purchased the property which they con- 
ducted 
for a year or two, when Mr. 


Edwards retired, leaving Mr. Fulton to 
conduct it until 1887, when Prebla & 
Young became its proprietors. John M. 
Dormer somewhat later bought into it, 
when the firm became known as Preble, 
Young &; Dormer. 
The Weekly Gazette at 


this time was increased by the absorption 
of the Sagebrush Stockman, a well con- 
ducted 
perodical of about a year's life. 


Mr. Allen Bragg purchased the Gazette in 
1889, and is its present proprietor. 
Tbe 


Gazette is a typical Republican paper and 
has a deservedly large oirunlation. 


Tba JSfno Plainctealtr first appeared ia! 


March, 1881, with Dr. H. (1. H<>u*u MS 
editor. It advocated tbe principles of tbe 
Greenback party aud enjoyed an existence 
of several years. 


Tbe University Monthly was ihe first and 


only magazine ever issued in tbe State, 
It 


waa published by tbe students of [tbe State 
University, in March and April, 1887, and 
was a remarkably interesting and neat 
periodical of twenty-four pages. It onlj 
reached two issues, however, caused by 
tbe shotting down of the Univetsity at that 
time 'Jlo complete tbe buildings, and was 
never reissued owing to a mandate from 
tbe Regents to tbe contrary. 


Tbe Free Lance, a prohibitionist paper, 


issued weekly, appeared In Ihe Fall of 
1888. under the editorship of Rev. C. W. 
Gardner, who conducted it until tbe latter 
part of the year 1890, when Frauk Sisson 
became its editor. 
The plant was removed 


in June, 1891, to Hot Springs, Lake Tub oe, 
where it still remains. 


THE NEVADA OALIPOENIA-OREOON EAILHOiD. 


On the 22d of December, 1880, at Reno, 


its terminus, was driven the first spike in 
the Nevada and California Ra.lroad, which 
was projected for the purpose of opening 
up the immense farming regions of Nortb< 
ern California and Southern Oregon, of 
which Reno is the natural shipp'og point. 
Tbe original officers were A. J. Hutch, 
President, Reno; George L. Wood, Vice 
President, San Francisco; John Sander- 
land, Treasurer, Reno; T. S. Coffin, Secre- 
tary, Carson; H. G .•McClollan, Chief En- 
giuter of Construction, Reno, 
with the 


principal place of batiness at Reno, Ne 
vada. 
Witbia a year the company became 


involved in financial troulles ac<l other 
disagreements, and on May 29, 1881, a 
new company waa organized with G, H 
Woods, President; G. A. King, Vice Presi- 
dent; S. C. Scoviiie, Secretary, and John 
Sunderluud, Treasurer. 
Work was re-coin 


menoed with vigor, two hundred men were 
employed, and by the first of June tbe rails 
were laid for fivo miles out from K-ino 
Tbe new Board of Director* and officers 
came to an opeo rupture 
within > three 


months, dividing into two factions, each e 
which endeavored to obtain control. Mat 
ters were unable to reach a satisfactory ad 
jadtment, and a meeting of the stookhold 
ers was set for September 27, 1881, for th 
purpose of electing a new Board of Direc 
tors and officers. 
In the meantime E. D 


Wheeler, James MoMeuchun, John San 
derland and Treamor 
Coffin subscribed 


for 50,000 oat of tbe 60,000 shares of the 
capital stock. The opposing faction cluimec 
that this subscription was an ilUgal pro 
ceeding, and procured an injunction from 
Judge Rising prohibiting the four from 
voting the stock, and at tbe same time tuk- 
ing the preliminary ster.s to remove the 
case to the U. S. District Court. 
Whtelei 


and Coffin took the matter before Judgi 
Hillyer, and from biir procured a modifl 
cation of Rising'* order, which permittee 
i horn to vota the 50,000 shares against Ib 
removal of any of the Directors, thus leav 
ing them in oontrcl until the court couh 
pass npon the question at issue. 
Thi 


Hillyer order was unknown to Ihe othe 
side, who supposed they had things the! 
own way. 
At the appointed lime ihe 


Wheeler faction were in tbe railroad oflic 
waiting for the opposition to show their 
hand and then euchre them. Tbe trath o: 
what followed has never been ascertained 
nor is there any probability tbut lime wil 
ever ravel tbo mysteiy. Deep in tbe heatt 
of some of those that wore prtseut ut tba 
meeting there are ugly neorets bid, which 
the light ot day has not seen. 
Tbe doors 


of the office were closed, and after a time 
riot ensued. E ght pinto) shots were fired 
and D. W, Batch of San Francisco wa 
badly wounded, and Mnjor S. C. Scoviiie 
shot so that be lived but a few dnyp. After 
an exhaustive attempt on tbe part of tbe 
State to ascertain wbo were tbe guilty par 
ties the matter was dismissed by tbe Gram 
Jury, and the slayer of Mojor Scoviiie it 
vet, and probably ever will be unknown.

suggest thoughts and 
ideas in the minds of 


otheis, that would lead to an exchange of ideas, 
which exchange would cause interest, leading 
to a discussion of many matteis then before 
locked up m the minds of intelligent people 


The puipose of maintuning fans sho lid be 


to furnish mfoi.nation and enteiImminent, so 
combined tint enjoyment may be the good foi 
tune of all who attend these district and Stite 
leumons 
Matters of entertainment will ever 


laigely depend on the versatility and j idg 
meat of the management. 


The demands of education aie supplied in 


the many object lessons received tluoigh the 
exhibits, and in the discussion of such matteis 
of interest, including pioblems in science, mat 
ter» of scientific v alue and the exemplification

depends for success and fortune on the native 
wealth of the land he tills, will be surpassed m 
the race of life by his more intelligent ind ac- 
tive neighbors. 


Science m firmtng and the scientific applici- 


tion of science to fuming, is a necessity, equal 
to the necessity of improved machinery in any 
depattment of commercial life. 
T he range for 


the application of punciples is so extended in 
agucultural adventure, that laiger capacity will 
be required for the successful direction of these 
adventures, than is lequned mcommeicial pm- 
suits. 


1 he time is also at hand when eich fiim 


will, is it should now be, an expeiiment sta 
tion, ind every well appointed fum will have i 
libontory, inu the fumer will be a piactici 
chemist and physi.ist. 


These statements will, no 
doubt, appeal 


mythical to most of our farmers, but they 
will not so appear to then descendants.

especially are such relations true of the soils o 
Nevada. 
Oui State is not possessed of th 


nch alluvial soil of the Mississippi Valley, vvheu 
the same properties exist in like form and quan 
tity togethei, from St Paul to the Gulf, but i 
is possessed of a soil, with all the properties o 
the soil of the Mississippi Valley, m mucl 
greater quantity, and in equally fine foim, am 
monia being excepted. 
The same agents havt 


not been at woik in the gieat basin, m the dif 
fusion and admixture of these pioperhes, tha 
have mixed and diffused them m the 
Missis 


sippt Valley, foi which reason they are moie 
loiih?ecl in oui State 
Because of such facls 


the farmei in Nevada should be a better in- 
farmed man (to take advantoge of these cliffei- 
ences), than the farmei of the Mississippi Val- 
ley has need to be.

Should we turn to Nevada, expecting to find

ppomted at the beginning; and the further we 
iroceeded m our investigations, the more would 
je our disappointment. 
We would find Na- 


uie hid made sufficient provision by roots and 
oottets, near the surface, to do the work re 
quired, by g ithering in the Spring 01 early 
Summei, when moisture is at or near the sui- 
ace of the ground, such food properties as aie 
iccessary for the plant at tha' season, and foi 
he purpose of mooiingthe plant in a solid 
manner, as like foices ID the elements aie at 
work in dry as in moist climates. 
But we 


should here find othei and additional suste- 
nance in plants indigenous to and growing on 
the mountains, hills and uplands of the coun 
try, that plants m moist climates are not pro 
vided with; which provision is in the depth o 
the roots of these indigenous trees and shiubs, 


Many of these loots extend to a depth of one 


hundied feet 01 more in favoiable localities 
which every observing miner is able to verify 
There is no necessity for such depth of root fo 
food purposes, in a country full to overflowm: 
with the best plant food, for all varieties o 
plants at and neai the sui face of the ground 
but there is a manifest necessity that piovisioi 
should be made foi witei supply to these nidi 
genous plants m a country where thrt* is s»l 
dom ram sufficient, for six months of the year 
to wet the giound bejond an inch from th 
surface, which provision for water supply is i 
these roots that are sent down to such depths 
wheie moisture is piesent at all seasons, an 
thiough whose channels flow, with unmeasure 
foice, the vvatei necessary to sustain the plan 
in the dry seasons. 


1 hese roots and then office aie of the con 


stitution of these pUnts. 
They take the oflic 


of the heart and the lelation of the blood ves 


could be made on the propeities and adapta- 
bility of the soils of the Mississippi \ Uley to 
the giowth of diffsjienf crops, when taken into 
account with a discussion on the different soils 
in Nevada and their adaptability to the giowth 
and consequent development of different ciops. 


When we take int? consideration the diversity 


of soils and ciops, the applicability of Nc ^da's 
soils foi the production of crops at a greater 01 
less profit, is as various as the shape of her 
mountains and hills or the conscience of her 
people 


Since it is without question that moie educa- 


tion is requm d b) oui farmers, the inquiry 
\\ here ai.d ho v can the all important need be 
supplied ' 
W« may not look for it on the farm 


without aids from othei souices of learning and 
knowledge 
'I he most ready souices to which 


the people will intuitively look for aid is m 
then schoo'j, and to these institutions we must 
go, at the risk of having piefixed the Jpenomen 
"book flimit." 
It is within the knoulege of 


many 
fumers, whose memoiies covei forty 


yeais, when the fumer who subscribed for anj 
lead an agueultural paper, was jeenngly de- 
nominated "book firmer," which vvoids, in 
the sense used, were intended as a synonvm of

\ hose tunes and the men of 


those times, in then austeie hones') and severe 
integrity, have passed away, and now we aie 
almost daily confionted with something new, 
showing a bettei and lughei line of intelligent 
thought and work on the farm, much of which 
thought and work is the lesult of knowledge 
derived from periodicals and books. 


TRANSI'I ANFIMG 1RFES 


Some years ago I transplanted some pines 


fiom the Siein Nevada Mountains ind mide 
every effort to make them grow m the soil 
where I hid them reset. 
For i time they re- 


ictamed all the lustre and beiuty peculiar to 
the varieties transplanted, but they d-ied up. 
I m ide a second and thud effort with the same 
result 
I have since learned of nurserymen in 


the Stite, making like efforts on a large scale 
with like lesults 
I hid tnnsplanted and seen 


others tunsplant m the Mississippi Valley, 
tiees fiom \ majouty of the diffeient foiest 
vaneties, without any difficulty respecting their 
future giowth, which, to my mind, made the 
mattei of fxiluie in tnnsplintmg the Siena 
pines, perplexing 
wh> 
I should fill, 


I could not understand 
Aith the care bestowed in 


each and every instance 
Upon reflection I 


came to think the difficulty m transplanting 
the Sieira pines might be constitutional, and 
upon examination and observation, I found the 
cause of the trouble, as I believe, in the consti 
tution of the tiees 


On the Atlantic Coast, in the 
Western,

giowth and nntuuty of the many varieties of 
vegetable life in the country. 
The 
trees, 


sh ubs and all vegetable life indigenous to that 
gieit country aie adapted toils moist climate. 
IJeca ise of the pievailmg moisture m the soil, 
theie is no necessity tint Natuie should provide 
against any continued diought each succeed- 
ing yeai. 
Atmospheiic changes are frequent, 


and rains fall periodically Summer and Winter. 
Having a know ledge of 'hat fact, we should look 
for such relations m Nature as would meet the 
rule of prevailing • loisture 


Lpon investigation, it will be ascertained 


that the trees ana snrubs of the country have a 
root system suited to the moist climate of the 
country. 
The largest trees that grow seldom, 


if ever, ->end their roots to a greater depth than 


When we take into account the ample and 
leedy growth of alfalfa, in 1 the quintity of 
t and muscle producing pioperties contained 
i the plant, we leadily become awaie that 
arge quantities of watei aie used by alfalja dm 
ig the period of its growth. 
Yet, when com 


ued with most grasses, it is a watei saving 
rass, m the sense most needed in Nevada. 
It 


equires, m lands most suited toils habits, very 
ttle uiigation when compared with timothy 
edtop, 01 any of the domestic glasses now m 
se in the State. 
Other domestic grasses, now produced in the 


itate, send out their roots latteially fiom the 
vertical stalks of the plant, thus showing the 
labit of (hese grasses is, to loot near the sur- 
ace of the ground, which, being tiue, the 
vater supply of these grasses is taken neai the 
urface and is very soon exhausted because of 
\bsoiption and evaporation, and frequent nri- 
•ntion is necessary to supply the requnements 
of Nituie, in this class of glasses. 


When these glasses aie drying up, alfalfa is 


doing, on the same soil, if sufficiently deep, 
such splendid work that we are surprised by its 
uxunant giowth. Ine reason for the contin- 
ued growth by alfalfa is its depth of root whei e 
moisture is sufficient foi its lequiiements, after 
the surface moisture is exhausted. 


The suiface looted grasses take then watei 


supply from any depth not moie than two feet 
fiom the surface of the giound, and the laigei 
part of the benefits fiom 11 rigation of all watei 
passing beyond that depth aie lost. 


Alf ilfa takes its watei supply from any deptl 


not moie than twenty feet fiom the surface, 
and z. larger proportion of the water supplied 
is used by the deep rooted plant 
In the 


gieatei depth of the toot is the economy of the 
water supply. 


Could the management of the late oigam/ei 


Boat 1 of Tiade of Nevula, piovule the St it 
with deep rooting glasses, it would do moi 
to develop the wealth of the State, than it vvouk 
do by the discoveiy and development of a dozen 
Comstocks, if like disposition should be made 
of the wealth of these lodes, that has been ant 
is made of the wealth of the lode now possesse< 
of that name.

SIRANGh. riUNGS IN NATURE. 


Tlieie are some cunous things in Nature I 


lould delight m presenting to the attention of 


>ur faimeis, that directly affect them; but it is 
lot my purpose to show "what I know alxmt 
arming," but to call attention to some things 
hat belong more especially to oui State. 


Our soils aie often deficient m ammonia. 


I he Mississippi Valley and other portions of 
mi country, are moie foitunate in the ]x>sscs 
sion of a larger quantity of this gi and fertihi- 
ng substance. 


Some of the causes theiefoie aie 
The dc^ay 


of more vegetable matter whereby ammonia ii 
generated in the soil; 
the frequent rams in 


other localities at all seasons, whereby moie of 
the gas is brought down and mixed With the 
soil, the snows in other localities are also He- 
que'if. 


The fust named of these causes we do not 


possess in any sense woith mentioning, and in 
the second we aie deficient but we aie more 
than equal to most localities, in oui snows as a 
mean.s of supply, and in this means w e have, 
in mnetccn-tvventieths of our seasons, sufficient 
foi geneial uses, but not all we need for lands 
that are tilled each year for the production of 
ciops. 


Because of snows f illen in the Winter season 


I have heird faimeis ind stockmen claim, that 
the succeeding Summei would be a seison of 
good crops and fine ranges. 
These observing 


men have anived it a correct conclusion about 
the snow being of gi eat benefit to lands, but 
they had not tnced the cause of the bene 
fit, or of good ciops and fine ranges in seasons 
following these snows, to its real source. 


Snow watei, in itself, is not any more a 


fertilizing agent than other water poured upon 
the earth. 
The feitilizmg medium is m the 


pioperties contained in the snow, independent 
of moisture. 
Chief among these propeities is

Such slow woik will not do in Nevada, if this 
generation expects to do an) thing to furthei Us 
development. 


The above facts and conclusions, with othei 


facts and conclusions, have led me to a con- 
viction that no successful removal may be ic- 
iccomplished of the pines of the Siern Nevadi 
lange, that grow on the Nevada side of these 
mountains, or of any of our mountain tiees and 
shrubs. 
Any severance of the roots intended 


by Nituie to supply these indigenous plants 
with water, is, m effect, cutting them in the 
fountain of life. 


The ascertainment of any such fact, miy be 


in itself, of no practical use to the husbandman, 
but a like fact or facts ascertained, may lead 
to facts, or conclusions of practical importance 
and utility. 


TORAUE MANTS. 


Much speculation has been indulged ind 


some expiession of opinion made by some ol 
our farmers and stockmen, on the subject of 
glasses suitable for the State. 


There is not a variety of the grasses that grow 


five hundred miles north of the Tropic of Can 
cer, that is not suitable for our climate and soil. 
Some varieties are more suitable than others, 
because better adapted to our environments 


Among the glasses better adapted is alfalfa, 


the structuie and habit of which it may be well 
to observe, for the purposes of observation 


I will take the ascertained 
fact that plants 


giowmg upon our mountains and uplands, send 
their roots deep to obtain lequired moisture. 
Nature is our teacher 
In the perfection of her 


economy we can lely with implicit confidence 


A.falfa sends its loots to a depth of from two 


to twenty feet, graded by the foimation of the 
undeilying soil. 
Both structure and habit of 


thi' 
ass show, that it is a deep rooting plant 


Such being the fact, we have a grass that meets 
the conditions of Nature, in hei economy, upon 
dry and 
desert lands 
But alfalfa is a laige 


consumer of water, as are all glasses of like 
structure and habit 
Bull will not, because 


of that fact, discaid alfalfa 01 any deep-looting 
[jrass plant. 
Any vegetable that is not a large 


consumer of watei, is not worth the loom it oc- 
cupies in garden 01 Held, when we take m rela- 
tion their use for stock pui poses. 


A cabbage will exude a quait of watei in 


twenty four hours, and should be classed as a 
large water consumer, but we will not pait 
company with the cabbage because of its water 
capacity. 
Water is the common earner of \eg 


etable life. 
All matenal used in the structure 


of a plant, is earned by this agent thiough and 
over the vessels and channels, prepaied by Na 
ture in the plant for that purpose. 
The more 


material there is used in building a plant, the 
larger is the quantity of water required to do 
the carrying necessary for construction. 


I would present,at the nsk ot being piohx, had 
I the leisuie to do so. 


Among these mallei's are mineral 01 moiganic 


properties tint enter the stiuctme of cereals 
and pioductions moie distinctly temiecl vegeta- 
bles. 
These piopeities may be ascei tamed, by 


icfeience to most woiks on pumiry chemistry, 
but a knowledge of their quantit), luge or 
smill, and their quality as plant food, m any 
class of soils, may not be so ea&ly ascei tamed. 


It requires time, patient observation and ex 


animation, to learn of the piesence of these 
piopeities m such quantities ami foim as may 
warrant a conclusion upon the wealth 01 pov- 
erty of soils in any new field. 


And more particularly is such the fact m a 


new field with conditions, more oi less radical, 
from the usually undei stood formation of soils. 


The soils of Nevada, because of radical 


changes fiom the received and understood foi 
mation, present a new and giand field foi in- 
vestigation. 
These changes consist m the con 


spicuous absence of some pioperties in the usual 
form, and the more than usual conspicuous 
piesence of other pioperties. The presence and 
abundance of some properHes, I would like to 
show by a comparison ol some of our produc- 
tions with like productions m the Mississippi 
Valley and other parts of the countiy beyond 
the msm. 


Such a comparison would present, peihaps, 


to the mind facts that would lead to a better 
understanding of some of the causes of supenoi 
ity of oui soils over any soils in the States 
The causes and the woik tint have given to 
oui soils such supetioi qualities, would lequire 
much moie time (han the other and would in 
volve in my extended leview chemical distinc 
tions I could not make. I will, for that reason, 
tuin ovei to our young men, graduates of our 
State Univeisity, that part of the woik 


The effect of the stimulating propel ties of am- 


monia is known to everyone who has the caie 
of a house plant 
It usually takes the foim of 


carbonate of ammonia in niamues, m which 
foim 
it is volatile. 
It 
readily and lapidly 


evaporates, foi which reason care is taken oy 
many faimers and horticulturists to anest 
evapoiation by the application of sulphuric 
acid, which causes a chemical change to sul 
phate of ammonia, which is not volatile 
1 his change, it is thought, in no way affects 
the properties of ammonia as plant food. 


I he chemist informs us that this volatile salt, 


"carbonate of ammonia," when it escapes fiom 
our manuies, is again brought clown by nins 
on the fauns of our neighbors, w hich is some 
consolation; but when we 1 ave tinned to the 
physicist for information respecting this volatile 
substance, he informs us that when escaped 
into the air, its molecules move to and fro m a 
most quiet state of the atmospheie at the rate 
of twenty miles per minute. 
Should 
these 


molecules move in a straight line they would 
be, in one hour from the time they took their 
flight, distant twelve hundred 
miles, thus 


showing the neighbois the chemist has giv 
the ammonia it brings down am1 holds 
grasp till it caiues it, when melted, into 
earth to be again 
taken up by die io< 


plants the following Spring and Summei. 


It is an ascertained fact that s.iow b 


down moie ammonia than lain, and m se 
of laige and extensive snow fill there is no 
plaint about short "feed" on the langes. 
glasses and othei vegetation on the mom 
and plains aie beautiful, plants are active 
all the piopeities that entei then constii 
aie ficely and largely taken up, and the gi 
is luxuriant md stiong. 
Then follows u 


ordei of natuie, good conditioned cattle 
other stock. 
The wateis fiom the mou 


snows retain much of the ammonia bic 
down fiom the an, and when used m the 
mer for nngition, these wateis becom 
additional source of supply of this ferti 
substance, and theie is explained and confi 
the fact claimed to exist by many, that i 
tion fertilizes lands. 


IRRIGATION AS A IER1II1/ER 


I will give some additional facts that nn

It may be that warmth in the w 


from the valley is a stimulating factor of gro 
but the real and active factor is ammonia, 
tamed in the valley water, clenved fiom 
ciyed tule and other decayed vegetable ma 
These wateis flow to the faims charged 
ammonia from deciyiug and decayed im 
and the difieience in the growth of ciO[ 
noted an I assigned to the difference in 
temperattue of the witei. 


It is hoped the people, and the agricultur 


in pirticulai, will in the futuie give n 
thought to niture and the laws that regi 
and dnect the pioduction of all we aie 
pendent on in life. 
I he mm who, by hi 


telhgence, elevates the standaid of produc 
of one acie of giound fiom ten or fifteen b 
els to fifty or sixty bushels of wheat, which 
be done m oui State, is surely a public b(

north of the center of Reno, tttadt the Ne- 
vada SUte Uoiv«r«ity. The view from Ihe 
ground* it a pleasant one, comprising the 
town, the Truckee Valley, the enow cupped 
Sierras on the west and the brown Vir- 
gisia range on the east, 


If the surroundings bare anything to do 


«ith making good students, thoio belong- 
ing to this institution are faitnnate indeed. 


THE LABOBATOBY. 


Your reporter made his way into the first 


bonding be came to, the one on the ei- 
treme icft of the out presented on this 
page, and fonnd himself in the newly nn- 
i-hed State Miulog Laboratory, an ioatitu 
tion designed to bear the Bame relation to 
the mining industries of tba State BI the 
Experiment Station bears to the agricul- 
tural interest!. Prof. Hubert D. Jackson, 
Principal ot the Laboratory, kindly con- 
ducted us through the buildin*1, and ex- 
plained the uses of the various rooms and 
apparatus. 
On thu grouud floor are the 


assay room with its improved furnace for 
the use of the students in the mining 
coarse, the balance room, leaching room, 
crashing room and a recitation room for 
•indents in mining, metailargy and sur- 
veying. 


On the second floor are the chemical lab- 


oratories and testing room, for the nse of 
the Principal, and the office of the Prin- 
cipal. 


Prof. Jackson is assisted in h:s work by 


Dr. Phillips, the Professor of ChemUtry in 
the University, Prof. Jackson is a grada 
ate of the California State University, and 
baa had much experience in practical min- 
ing in California and Mexico; while Dr. 
Fiiillipa bears the degree ot Doctor of 
Science from Princeton, and has studied 
chemistry in Germany. The object of the 
mining laboratory ia to give miners, and 
particularly the poor prospector, an oppor- 
tunity to find out what economical value 
the mineral be happens to discover, hat. 


Every sample sent to the luboiatory wil 


be analyzed free, provided a similar sample 
has not been analyzed for the same locality 
simple assaying for gold or silver is pro- 
hibited by statute. 


The building is very well fitted up for a 


new one and is heated by hot air and sup- 
plied with water. The Mansard story ia 
being divided into dormitory rooms for 
young men. 


LADIKS'

MENT. 


The next building to tbe right, a three- 


story and basement brick, is tbe young la- 
dies' dormitory, but it contains the Normal 
Department and the office of the Regents 
us well. The training school occupies two 
rooms on tbe waetern end of the first floor, 
and here we find representatives of the 
Normal classes busily engaged in teaching 
the various chests under the skillful super- 
vision of Mrs, Mary \V. Emery, the Prin- 
cipal of the Normal Department. Tbia 
practical work entitles tbe Normal students 
to overcome ruiny of the vexations diffi- 
culties tbat a young teacher has to mett, 
and in connection with tbeir thtoretical 
work in pedagogics), gives them an iuaigbt 
into the professian of teaching, that it 
would take years to gain otherwise. 


Tba three-yeur Normal course ico'udes 


pedagogics, mathematics to solid geometry, 
English grammar, fbftorio and literature, 
kiatory, zoology, civil government, geology, 
bookkeeping, freehand drawing, botany, 
chemistry, physiology, physics and psy- 
chology, 


Tbe stcdtnta that have graduated frem 


Ibis department are uca-ly all teaching,and 
the success thoy are meeting with is very 
gratifying to these connected witb tbe 
the school. 


Tbe second story i* devoted txolumvely 


to tbe young ladies' dormitory, and is in 
ohnrpe of Miss H. K. Clupp, well-known to 
cnr readers. The quarters are comfortable 
and tne study room facing tbe south and 
east, ia tbe moot cheerful tooin in oil the 
bcil licgs. These rooms are heated by n 
hot air fornnoe, and are supplied witb hot 
onil cold water. 


On tbe third floor we find a large assem- 


bly hall, well supplied with comfortable 
seals, Tbe basement \a used as a board- 
ing hall, and ia in chaise of Mr. Howard, 
un experienced restaurant man. 
Every- 


thing here is as neat as wax. 


THE MAIN BUILDING, 


Approaching tbe east we enter the main 


builditg, the oldest and largest of tbe 
group. The main hall is targe and roomy, 
and on both sides we see the most inter- 
esting and meat oiosety studied pages in the 
institution, the bulletin boards. 


On the left of the main entrance is tbe 


President's office. 
We find President S. 


A. Jones conducting a class in Latin, work 
tbat he takes delight in. President Jones 
is a graduate of Dartmouth, and bears tbe 
degree ot Ph. D. In addition to bis many 
duties as President, be carries two oiassos 
Su German, a language ttat he speaks flu- 
ently, having learned it in the Vaterland. 


Adjoining the President's office on the 


north ia the, library, in charge of Miss 
Olapp as librarian. We have only time to 


gUncs hastily over the titles «f »b« many 
interesting book* lately nitdul to tb<> flat*.. 
logvie, »nd would b« only too gl»d to BC- 
o«pt the kiud invitation of Ihe librarian to 
delve into the many volnmM neatly ar- 
ranged on tha shelves. The library is uattl 
as a reading and study room by tbe stu- 
dent* and we wouiUr whether the blue- 
eyed girl is intent upon a prob'eiu in geom- 
etry, a difficult passage ia Latin or—a 
novel, standard of course, for no others are 
here, but conclude lint it is not a novel, 
(or the dread day* of examination are al- 
most bere. 


Over tbe way in No, 2, ws listen to a lec- 


ture delivered to a class of Normal students 
by Dr. Phillips, on the subject of chemis- 
try, and from the way be brought the 
meaningless text of the book to life witb 
bis experiments, we feol convinced that tbe 
superficial days of Steole will be numbered, 
when the tanks ot the teachers are suffi- 
ciently recruited from the Normal classes. 
This room is well fitted op for class ex- 
periments in chemistry, and will soon be 
well fitted for physical work as well. 


Up a flight of winding stairs we go and 


enter No. 5. Lieutenant Neall ia oonJnot- 
ng a class in geometry, and if we may 
judge tbe work of the class,as presented on 
the board, we are right in concluding that 
the precise training ot West Point, has 
borne substantial fruit in Nevada. 


In No. 4 we are introduced to Professor 


T. W. Cowgill, who occupies tbe ohair of 
English and is a graduate of Harvard. We 
listen with much interest to a class in Eng 
lisb literature, and are inre that when tbe 
members of that claaa compUte the work 
outlined for them, they will use better 
English and have a higher appreciation o 
tbe beauties of tbe mother tongue, than 
they ever thought possible. 
This depait- 


ment should be strong ia any school and 
it is strong here. 


In No. 6, on the eastern end of ibis floor, 


we have the pleasure of listening to Prof. 
Miller's lecture on the geology of the Cum 
stock, and examine with interest his black- 
board section of the famous old lode. Pro 
fessor Miller needs no introduction to our 
readers, as he is the eldest instructor 


ant ot tU» Fuurth U. B. Oavnlry. Ll*in»-n- 
ant N««ll lit no stranger to Nrvadnun, as ho 
bails ftom V rglnU City, having benn ap- 
pointed to W«Kt 1'olnt in 1870 by i>x-0oo- 


Wreu, and it is to be hoped tbat 


h« University m*y be able to retain 


tbe full Urtn that an army officer can 


be detailed for college duly, three years. 


Up in the asattnbly hall on the third 


floor of tb« dormitory building, Prof. Mil- 
er is directing tb* gymnastic exercises ot 
be young ladies, and has an enthusiastic 
claw. 


ADYANTAOBJ OF Tllk! INSTITUTION. 


Our hurried trip through tbe Institution 


has given us an idea, and only a meager 
one, of the advantages that tbe University 
offers to the young men aail woman ot Ne- 
vada. To get a good idea of what the in- 
stitution U doing, one must spend at least 
a week In visiting the different departments. 
The institution has grown so gradually that 
even those who visit it frequently are aur- 
prised when they sum up wbat has been 
done in the pact year or two to increase its 
efficiency. 
Tbe munificent Government 


endowment has placed the institution on 
its feet, and made it possible to offer edu- 
cational advantages tbat would otherwise 
have been impossible to give. 


This endowment for the coming year will 


amount to $18,000, and will increase at the 
rate of $1,000 per year until it reaches $23, 
000, This, however, is to be expended in 
carrying out the idea of an agricultural and 
mechanical college. With this end in view 
the Rtgcntg have lately added a mechanical 
department to the institution. 
We find 


this department in charge of Mr. Richard 
Brown, a mechanic of experience. The 
building is fitted up witb tbe necessary 
lathes, saws, drills, etc., run by a four- 
horse power ensoline engine. 


There are accommodations for twelve 


students at tbe work benches, and they re- 
cite twice a week. The chance is eagerly 
sought by tbe student*, end if the acoom 
modations were three times what they are, 
there would be no difficulty in filling the 
classes. 


Three courses of study are presented in 


the regular college work, tbe Liberal Arts,

EIUTUH BTATK JOURNAL:—While maob 


bus been said recent'y re'ativa to build- 
ng up the mutorlul interest* of Kerala, 
rtoriult tut* to offot a few suggestions touch* 
iug tho SMue matter, but In a different way 
from any heretofore outlined. Whm I have 
to say is in no s«nse a substitute for any 
plan previously proponed to add to Ne- 
vada's wsaltb or population. I believe the 
short eut to prosperity is for the people to 
do all they can to belp themsatvep. We 
have waited too long ulren.iy for some 
thing to turn up tbat will make na rich and 
prosporonf. I find things do not turn up 
of themselves; there is a trick in nature 
oalUd gravitation that k«»ps them down, 
and it they ever come to tbe surface it is 
through leverage and hard work. 
If we 


would bave others help us wo mast first 
help ourselves. 
Tbe question 
arises, 


what .can we do? Fiist of all, the best way 
to build up the State as a whole is for each 
town or county to do all that is possible to 
promote its respective interests. Reno oan 
do much to help herself. She can make 
her present population of 6,000 inside of 
five y«ars 10,000, Wbat has been done 
elsewhere, and done where no more favor- 
able conditions existed than exist fat re, oan 
be done in lUno. I will cite an instance 
In point. Colorado Spriogn, which by the 
way aas DO springs, was founded in 1871, 
and has now a population of nearly 12,000. 
It is a town of weulib; its people are cul- 
tured; it possesses good educational advan- 
tages, having a college and good public 
schools? What baa built it np? Surely 
not agricultural interests nor manufactures, 
for it has none of these worth mentioning, 
nor has it been mining interests, for there 
are to mines in close proximity. 
Neither 


has it been railroads, for although four 
touch it, there is not even a machine or 
oar shop in the place. While some minor 
interests that I need not stop to mention 
have aided a little in its growth, the one 
great thing that has made it is climate. Its 
founders discovered that it possessed, as 
did also the region adjoining, a superb cli 
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the institution. 
This, however, does not 


mean tbat he has grown hoary-headed in 
its service, fur he is still a young man and 
expects to do innch valuable work for tbe 
benefit of Nevada students in his line, 
which includes gei logy, physical geogra- 
phy physiology and psychology.

Tburtell is a graduate of the Michigan Agri 
cultural College, and has done post gradu- 
ate work at Ann Arbcr. His work shows 
that he is a fine mathematician. He car- 
ries in addition to his mathematical work, 
a large class in ixnthtmttioal drawing. 


In No. 7 the busy click of tbe type- 


writer is heard and ten of there are fonnd 
in operation. They are all standaid ma- 
chines, being Smith Premiers, Caligraphs, 
Remingtons, Hammonds and Yosts. Pro- 
fessor Lowers, who bas charge of this de 
pnrtment, informs n» that it is not a ques- 
tion of getting students to take typewriting, 
but of getting typewriters enough for the 
class. Tbe present class numbers thirty. 


We listen to a class in commercial law 


and infer from the short bund characters on 
the board that short hand is alio taught 
bore. 
Our inference is correct for a class 


of sixteen has been formed and is making 
good progress, 
Tbe commercial course 


comprises two years' work in bookkeeping, 
English and history and one year in arith- 
metic, commercial law, with its kindred 
branches, and typewriting. German and 
Frenoh are optional. 


TBK CADKTB AND ARMORY, 


In the basement of tbe main building we 


find the armory with its fifty stands of 
Springfield rifles, the rooms used by yonr.g 
men as a dormitory and the chemical labor- 
atory for qualitative analysis. 


Tbe bugle call announces that the drill 


hour has arrived, and we station ourselves 
on the steps to watch tbe companies form. 
Company A, under command of Captain 
Frey, falls into line first, and shows tbat 
the raw recruits are becoming somewhat ac- 
customed to standing up straight and to 
go through the manual of arm* without 
mistak*.

the mining, and the eame in English, draw 
ing and practical mechanics, and contains

A student who does not wish to take np 


any of tbe prescribed courses is at petfec 
liberty to select any study be or she may 
wish to pursue, but to obtain a degree or u 
diploma, one of tbe regular courses must 
be pursued. 


The enrollment for tbe fall term is one 


hundred and thirty-three, and many more 
are expected after tbe New Year opens 
Every county iu the State, except Lincoln 
Esmeralda and Nye, is represented. 


As to wbat the University has done and is 


doing, we know of no more competent test! 
mony than that of Professor Coolte, who 
occupies the chair of entomology and geol- 
ogy in tbe Michigan AgricnlturalCollege, 


nad who vUited tbe University a few weeks 
agn. Prof. Cooke on bis way out, visited 
many of the Western institution!!, and as a 
result of bis observations, stated that Ne- 
vada had bnllded better than she knew, 
and lh»t iu tbe rank of Western Universi- 
ties, it held a better rank than even the 
bent friends of the institution gave it credit 
for.

However, I would 
ffer these suggestions: Let a mass meet- 
ng be held at which tho whole question be 
boroughly discussed. This will succeed in 
arousing a general Interest; then steps oan 
>e taken to formulate a plan of action for 
tbe oonsnmatlon of tbe desired object.

wasted energy, give strength for feebleness, 
health for disease and Lope for despair. 
Five or six thousand dollars, contributed 
by the citizens of Washoe county, and ja 
dicionsly expended in advertising oar mag- 
nificent health resources by means of pam- 
phlets, through the agency of Eastern jour- 
nals snd magazines, and by the employ 
ment of an able energetic man to travel up 
and down New England and elsewhere to 
deliver popular lectures on tbe wonderland 
lying ulong tbe Eastern base of the Sierra 
Nevada mountains, would accomplish very 
annoh if not all that conld be desired in the 
direction indicated.
